ILLIAM ROBERT FITZ- 
GERALD, was the fecond of 
bis iluftrious family who had inherited 
adukedom; his father, not only the 
| moft ancient earl, but the moft ancient 
| peer of Ireland, was, immediately, af- 
| ter the acceffion of his prefent majefty 
(o the throne, promoted, from being 
earl of Kildare, to be marquis of Kil- 
dare and duke of Leinfter; (the latter 
isthe eldeft fon’s title of that family.) 
_ His grace was not lefs nobly defcended 
inthe maternal line :—bis mother, the 
dowager-dutchefs of Leinfter, filter 
to the prefent and daughter of the late 
duke of Richmond, and thus allied as 
well to the king of Sardinia as to the 
two rival relatives who had fo long con- 
tended for the imperial crown of Great 
Dritain—-thofe of Bruafwick and 
Stuart.

ed Emilia Olivia St. George, daughter 
and fole heirefgs of Ufher, lord St.

He was premier peer of Ireland, 
duke of Leinfler, marquis and earl of 
Kildare, earl of Offaley, vifcount Lein. 
ter, of Taplow, in the county of 
Bucks (England) and baron of Offa- 
ley. He was one of the origina! 
knights companions of the illuftrious 
order of St. Patrick, governor of the 
county of Kildare, and a member of 
his majefty’s moft honoutable privy 
council. 

The duke of Leinfter received the 
firft part of his education at Eton- 
{chool; whence he went to the univer- 
fity of Cambridge, and, after taking a 
degree, vilited moft of the polite courts 
of Europe, where the rank of marquis 
of Kildare procured him not more at- 
tention and refpe& than bis amiable 
qualities peculiarly commanded. 

His lordhhip, charmed with the man- 
ners, the climate, and the fine arts of 
Italy, fpent moft of thofe years &z. 
voted to making the grand tour, in 
that delightful country. He was up- 
on his travels when the marquis 
Townthend was appointed lord lieute- 





nant of Ireland, who, in the year1768, | 


gave the royal afent tothe octennial 
bill, which then changed the duration 
of the Trifh parliament, from betay 
perpetual to the period ef eight yeare. 
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‘The perpetual parliament was then dif 
lvived, anda general eleétion immedi

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and worth. Famuiliatly acquainted with 
the circumftances of all, he fuffered 
none to endure the pangs of poverty or 
illnefs, without interfering to relieve 
them—his philanthropy, like the great 
Howard’s was extenfive—not the effu- 
fions of temporary good nature, but the 
refolution of a firm mind toalleviate the 
diltreffes of his fellow-creatures. 

For fome time paft his grace took no 
fnare whatever in the politics of En- 
rope—tfat: isfied that ‘ the poft « of ” honour 
qas a private ft: _ ny he enjoy od j in the 
circie of his fami! ly, that enviable b! ifs 
1 is often vainly fo ug rht in camps 
1 parliaments. 

Duri slit the exiltence of the whig 
club, the duke of Leiniter was contta: it 
in his attendance, and thofe who fre- 
quented that fociety, can’ beit tell the 
equanimity of temper, and harmony of 
foul which he preferved, in {pite of the 
malevolence of hired libellers—the tor- 
rent of whofe party rage*he never deign- 
ed to item by le: gal inte rfe rence—Cone 
{cious of his own reétitude and their 
falfehoad. 

His grace was one of the committee 
appointed by the farming toviety on the 
unititution of that body in the year 
1800, and was either a governor or a 
principal fupporter of almolt every cha- 
sity or other ettabufhment eX- 
iftence was material tothe wellare of 
the nation. 

We may fafely conclude this article 
by faying, that no man in any commu- 
nity was ever-more generally efteemed 
than his grace of Leiniter—no man 
ever ftrove to enlarge the underftand- 
ings, and edo the prejudices of the 
community w ith more aflid: uity.—-l'o- 
lerant and juft in himielf, he expect. 
ed to find in others a Guwilarity of fen- 
timent ; difappointment teo often fuc- 
ceeded his expectations; but in pro- 
portion as others fought to prolong the 
cruel reign of bigotry, it was his inva- 
triable itudy to deftroy it.—As a magif- 
trate he was upright and impartial—as 
a parent, hufband, friend, and landlord, 
he never was furpailed ; his whole life 
was fo complete a fcene of beneficence 
untainted by any aét which could fhame 
morality, that the warmeit eulogitt 
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would fee! himfelf incapable of defori, 
ing it with juitice.

AT this delightful feafon of the 
year, the country from its rich appear- 
ance, is peculiarly beautiful, and en- 
couraged by the finenefs of the wea- 
ther, I refolved (accompanied by a 
party of friends) to ramble to Ben- Ye- 
venagh, one of the Magilligan rocks, 
where the view is at all times beautiful, 
but at this feafon particularly fo. 

The anticipation of projected parties 
of pleafure, generally yields more hap- 

inefs than when realized ; and though 
Pave conftantly found this to be true, 
yet we have fo many real evils in life to 
encounter, that I fometimes fuffer my 
imagination to take the lead, and in- 
dulge in thofe airy hopes which attend 
the young atid the fanguine: and every 
thing conipired this day to cherilh 
thofe hopes ; the morning was unufu- 
ally fine, and my companions rational 
and pleafant, fome of whom remarked 
very jullly (when walking down the 
main-flreet of Newtown) that if it was 
not for about a dozen of low houfes, it 
would be a ftreet that would have few 
to equal it, being upwards of 70 feet 
wide, adorned with a number of excel- 
lent houfes, and extremely clean; hav- 
ing fufficient fall for the water, with- 
out being inconvenient, or fcarcely per- 
ceptible. From the church-lane, the 
fall becomes more precipitate; and we 
here could not avoid wondering that 
fuch a nuifance as we beheld was not 


} remedied long ere this; the foundati- 
} ons of the houfes on one fide of the 


ftreet for a confiderable way, are ele- 


vated from 14 to 3 feet above the high-: 


way, from which they are divided by 
a wall, generally not fo high as their 
bafes ; numberlefs have been the acci- 
dents which have taken place here, 
and yet a flight railing, the colt of 
which, when compared to the life or 
health of an individual would be no- 
thing, might prevent all danger, 
Walking up Ballyclofe-hill, we high- 
ly admired the beauty and iituation of 
mrs. Alexander’s houfe, which ftand- 
ing here without a rival, appears to ex- 
treme advantage. About 3 of a mile 
om town we paffed Streeve-houfe, the. 
October, 1864, 
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feat of mrs. M‘Caufland, which is a 
delightful dwelling for the lovers of fo. 
litude ; orchards and groves nearly en- 
compafling it; no noife to.difturb the 
tranquillity ef the fcene, but the hoarfe 
murmurs of the rooks.

Louis Anthony Henry De Bourbon, 
duke of Enghien, was born the 2d of 
Augutt, 1772. He received from na- 
ture an agreeable figure, was of a good. 
height and fize, and haviog always a 
relith for bodily exercife, he at the fame 
time attained to a confiderable degree 
of mufcular ftrength and vigour of 
mind. 

He had the difpofition to learn what- 
ever was thought convenient and pro- 
per for his rank, and was as temperate 
in his conduét as he was amiable ta his 


manners. tits education was entrulie 


ed to perlons of diftinguithed learning : 
but as his youth was pafled in trouble- 


fome times, and. he was early intended 
for an active military life, it could not 
be expected that he would be greatly 
diftinguithed for erudition. 

THe left France on the 16th of July, 
1789, two days after the fall of the 
Bafiille. Wis family little thought at 
that time that this youth was deitined 
to be one of the itriking victims of 
the approaching revolution. 

In 1792 he entered the army, and 
made the campaign of that year under 
his father the duke of Bourbon; and 
joined the prince of Condé’s army ia 
winter quarters. 

In the battle of the 20th of Au. 
guilt, at the head of the firlt battalion 
of noble-chaffeurs he hud the praile 
of the old general Wurmfer for lis con. 
duct; and in that of the next day he 
no lefs deferved commendation for the 
cool valour he difplayed; but in the ac- 
tion of the 12th of September, and 
tle famous battle of the paffage of the 
lines of Weiflemburg on the rath of 
Oftober, he gave proof of what might 
be expected from him on further ex. 
perience. At the affair of Bernftheim 
on the 2d of December, by his intre- 
pidity, by the vigour and promptitude 
of his manauvres, added to the preci- 
fioa of his orders, and the calmne! 
with which he gave them, he appe.ne: 
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At this battle, fo honourable and 
bloody to the combatants, the aftont{h- 
ing {pectacle was exhibited of three 
generations in the houfe of Conde 
fighting at the fame time, on the fame 
eround, forthe attainment of an objet 
in which all were equally concerned! ! 

The chief of the family, the prince 
of Condé at the head of lus infantry 
(infanterte noble as tuey were called), 
poileifed himfelf of an advantageous 
ground by the bayouet alone, though 
he was aflailed with grape-thot from 
the mouths of cannon, aud the fire 
from a numerous mufketry which lined 
the hedges of Bernttherm. The duke 
of Bourbon, fon to the prince of 
Condé, and a general of cavalry, was 
by the fide of his fon, the young 
prince we are {peaking of, and, after 
contending for fome time wiih the fame 
fuccefs, was dangeroufly wounded by 
the flroke of a fabre. Being thereby 
obliged to quit the field of action, he 
left the command to the young prince. 
Soon after this accident to the father, 
the young duke oblerved the enemy’s 
cavalry forming up again, within the 
diltance of two hundred paces of him: 
not having, therefore a moment to lofe, 
he placed himfelf at the head of a divi- 
fion of chewaliers de la couronne and the 
regiment dauphin, and by a well charge, 
put the unformed {quadrons of the ene- 
my to rout, and poffefled himlelf of 
their cannon, one of which he took 
with hisown hand. All the army ap- 
plauded this judicious and bold manau- 
wre, and were glad to hear he effected 
it with no other accident than his 
clothes being pterced in two places by 
the enemy’s bayonets. 

He commanded the cavalry till the 
end of the campaign of 1793, when he 
tell ill; and in the beginning of the 
campaign of 1794 he was made a che- 
valier de Saint Louis; during which 
year and the next the army of Condé 
was direéted to watch the enemy, and 
toaflitt ia the defence of the Rhine. In 
the month of July of 1795, the duke 
of Bourbon was called away to another 
diftant command, and was for the firtt 
time feparated from his fon. Their 


parting was accompanied with tears of banks of the Rhine, 
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mutual affection ; but thofe tears woylj 
have been bitter indeed, if they cog 
have forefeen that it was a feparatig, 
for ever. 

{n 1796, the prince of Condé 
pointed his grandfon to command hy 
advanced guard, and in this importay 
and dificult fituation he acquitted him, 
felf with honour. He endeavoured jp 
vain to rally the combined troops whic 
fled from Kehl when the French croffed 
the Rhine near that fort, and for fiftees 
davs together had to fuftain the diff. 
culty and danger of a defenfive wa, 
while the enemy made dn invafion into 
the German territory. His a€tivity i 
faid to have confiderably retarded the 
progrefs of the enemy; but on the sth 
of July he ceafed to cover the mov 
ments of the army, and joined th 
main body. 

On the 18th and roth of O&oher 
he diftinguifhed himfelf in an efpeecid 
manner, and contributed to diflodg 
the French from their formidable pob. 
tions on the tops of the black mous 
tains, forcing them back into the plain 
of Friburg. This was not the fi 
time the Condés had made this place 
the theatre of war. The firft of th 
name in penetrating Germany drott 
the Auttrian general Merey from the 
plain abovementioned, and obliged him 
to climb up thofe very mountains, dow 
which his defcendant was now chating 
the French who had invaded Suabia. 

He continued thus to be actively em 
ployed till the treaty of Leoben gawa 
refpite to this cruel warfare. He thes 
made a journey on foot through Swit 
zerland ; and, in the month of O&o 
ber, 1797, the army whole advanced 
guard he had commanded fo creditably 
to his military talent for two yeatl 
cominenced its march for Poland. He 
was ordered to attend it. During bis 
itay in Wolhyma, his chief attention 
was direéted to the regiment of dm 
goons which the emperor Paul had col. 
leted from the fcattered remains of the 
ancient troopers of the army. Histe 
rene highnefs made a fine corp of theft 
men.

If the 
real exchange were unfavourable to lre- 
land, the opinion might have fome 
foundation ; but if it be, as it has been 
already fuggefted, in favour of Ireland, 
the abfentee who receives his rents in 
guineas has a gain inftead of a lofs on 
the remittance 3; a faét which 1s felt and 
acknowledged by all proprietors inthofe 
cifitiGts where rents are fo paid. On 
the other hand, if the rates of the no- 

minal exchange againft Ireland arife 
from the depreciation of the circulating 
paper there, that depreciation mult

The deputy lieutenants 
of the counties were to have the: ar- 
rangement of the quotas which fhould 
be fupplied by the parifhes ; fo that 
the recruiting of this new army of 
relerve fhould be managed by the parifh- 
Officers. If the pavifhes could find a 
fufiicient number of perfons willing to 
enlit for a limited fervice, they would 
incur no fine; but he held it to be the 
proper rule of juftiee, that no indivi- 
dual, or local party, thould be liable to 
thofe expenfes which were neceflary to 
the exigencies of the itate; and that 
iothing fnould be taken, in the way of 
fine or penalty, which was originally 
meant as peifonal fervice. The ftate 
ought to fupply the pecuniary means; 
and therefore he fhould move, that in 
this repartition of cherge, the bounty 
to the recruit, or the perfons balloted, 
would be paid by the receivers general 
of the land-tax ; but where the parithes 
could not find their affefled proportion 
of men, they would be fubje& to fines 
fomewhat exceeding the bounty affixed 
by the governmett; and thefe fines 
were to form a permanent fund to- 
wards raifing the army of referve. In 
addition to thefe, he fhould yet propofe 
fome collateral meafures in the courfe of 
the feflion for the general improvement 
of our military fyftem and the reertit- 
ing of the arihy of the hne; and the 
meafures to be purfiied would be fourd 
as lenient and effeétual as any that had 
hitherto been fuggefted. He fhouid 
propofe, that the additional force 
fhould, in the fame manner as the pre- 
fent army of referve, be limited to a 


fervice of five years, or fix months af- 


ter the conclufion of any war in which 
the country might be engaged at the 
time of its formation ; and that 18 fer- 
vices fhould not be extended beyond 
the limits of Great Britain, Ireland, 
Guernfey, and Jerfey, and the sflands 
in the channel, unlefs they accepted 
the bounty, and enlifted among the re- 
giments of the line. To fhew the ne- 
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eefiity of fome vigorous meafures, he 
obferved, that by a late calculation it 
appeared that of 30,000 men voted for 
the army of reierve, not more than 
from 2 to 3000 were multered under 
the prefent fyfiem. . He then conclud- 
ed with moving for leave to bring ina 
bill for increafing the military force of 
the country, the better reeruiting the 
army of the line, and diminithjng the 
number of the militia. 

Mr. Addington faid, he could fee no 
advantage to be derived from the mea- 
fures now propoled, which. he conit- 
dered as compulfory,..and fit only fora 
defpotic form of-government. Inftead 
of reducing the militia, he maintained 
that it.aught to be- augmented. — In 
fhort, the mode: fuggefted was, in. his 
opinion, nugatory and vexatious, and 
he thould oppofe its farther progres. 

Lord Caitlereagh. juflified the mea- 
fure.

He alluded to an ano» 
mymous paper, which explained the 
hardfhip of this bill more decidedly, 
The writer of it ftated, that about twelve 

months ago he had been balloted for 
the fupplementary militia, and had paid 
thirty guineas to provide a fubftitute ; 
and that by the former aéts he was en- 
titled to be freed from any military fer- 
vice or contribution for five years. He 
(the writer) faw, however, that a bill 
was pending, under which he fhould be 
made liable to a fine, or affeflment, as 
well as others who had not ftood the 
balloting. Thoufands (continued mr. 
Jekyll) will be placed in a fimilar fitue 
ation with that individual. Even the 
volunteers were thus to be compelled 
to pay frefh rates and impofitions, in 
addition to all they had already contri- 
buted towards its fecurity. 

Mr. P. Moore faid, he confidered the 
bill as one of the molt alarming that had 
ever been introduced to the houfe fince 
the deteltable time of James the fecond, 

of 
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of whofe condu& after the rebellion of 
1684, he gave a brief account, and called 
the attention of the houfe to the fpirit 
with which their forefathers had rejeted 
the king’s propofition for an unconttitu- 
tional increafe of the regular army. It 
was our militia that precluded the ne- 
eeffity for fuch a large ftanding force as 
as was now required; and as he could 
not fee how we could difpofé of a greater 
force than we already had, 1t appeared 
énly intended for contingencies which 
no man could foretell. 

Mr. M‘Naghten was convinced thata 
large ftanding army was neceffary, and 
advifed’ mr. J. to refleét that his fpeech 
could do no good inthe country. He 
thought that any farther oppofition 
againit the bill was a mioft vexatious op- 
pofition ; for it was nothing elfe than a 
very violent attempt to embarrafs his 
majefty’sminitters. (4 foud ery of order. ) 

Colonel Craufurd faid, he had always 
approved of increafing the regular army 
by every proper means; but he faw that 
the prefent plan would not add a fingle 
man to it; it was much more. opprefiive 
than the former mode of balloting ; and 
he was convinced that no fuch extraor- 
dinary means were neceflary. Taking 
a view of the caufes which induced men 
to énter into the regular army, he pro- 
ceeded to fhew that the attractions of 
the dome army were greater, and confe- 
quently that the 13,000 men ratied for 
the army of referve would all have en- 
teréd the regular army had the former 
rot exifled. With refpe& to foreign 
fervice, he thought it extremely defir- 
able to put an end to that abominable 
branch of fervice, the duty of the Welt 
India iflands,. that hdd fo long proved 
the grave of our gallant régiments. It 
was no unfrequent thing for an entire 
régiment to die there in afew months, 
without the opportunity of fignalizing 
its charagier by any a¢t of valour inthe 

ublic fervice. He concluded with ex- 
preffing bis thorough conviétion that 
the prefent bill was utrerly inadequate 
fo its propofed objets.

The chancellor of the exchequer, to 
fhew that there was no want of men, ap- 
pealed to what had been done under the 
army of referve act. ‘The total num- 
ber in England that had been propofed 
to be raifed, was between 33 and 34,000, 
and of that number not lefsthan 31,758 
had been raifed in a period of not more 
than ten months. 

A converfation ended on the claufes, 
as they were effectually read, and warm 
debates on different expreflions frequent- 
ly enfued. 

Mr.Sheridan intimated,that he fhould 
maxe oppofition to feveral parts of the 
bill, in its progrefs, 

It was ordered on the mation of mr. 
Johnitone, that there be laid before the 
houfe, an account of the number of men 
wanting to complete the army of re- 
lerve, ipecifying the deficiency for each 
county,——A jimilar account was ordered 
for the militia.
